NEW YORK, Nov. 28.-—Charged with 
threatening to kill John D. Rockefeller 
unless he paid her $1,000,000, Mrs. Rose 
Delina Beauvois Handfield, 40 years old, 
Was arrested today in front of the of- 
fices of the Guardian Trust Co., on 
lower Broadway. The arrest was made 
On a warrant issued by a police magis- 
trate. 

At the District Attorney’s office. Mrs. 
Handfield said that her husband had 
been in the oi] business, but that he had 
been ruined by the Standard Oil (Co. 
Mrs. Handfield is charged with having 
forced herself into the office of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s secreetary last Friday and 
declared she wanted $1,000,000, and that 
if she did not get it forthwith she would 
kill Mr. Rockefeller and burn down the 
building, where -the company’s offices 
are, 

It is charged she displayed a revolver. 
Someone in the Standard Oil offices 
Make out a check for $1,000,000 drawn 
to Mrs., Handfield’s order and payable 
at the Guardian Trust Co. She ac- 
‘cepted it, but was followed to the of- 
fices of the trust company. 

Alfred M. Barrett; the cashier of the 
trust company, had been notified not to 
cash the check, and when Mrs. Hand- 
field presented .it, said that the trust 
company did not have that amount of 
money handy at that time. He asked

She said she was “a saint of 
the sun. moon and water.” and that 
she controlied them all. 

Herman Handfield, foreman of a 
trunk factory, the woman's’ husband, 
gaid that his wife had been acting in 
a peculiar manner for some time. He 
declared that he had not been ruined 
by. the Standard Oil Co., nor Nad he 
ever had dealings with that company.

Hospital for observation.

Three Other Unfortunates Are 
Caught in Rooms and 
Are Suffocated. 


FIGHT FOR THEIR LIVES 








Men Struggle Vainly to Open 
Doors Until Rescued by 
the Firemen. 


There are no fire escapes, such as 
the law requires, on the Salvation Army 
Hotel at Ninth and Market streets, 
where six of the 290 lodgers were kille] 
and 16 were injured in a fire Danic at 
4:20 a. in. Wednesday. Building Com- 
missioner Smith says he has been trying 
since March, 190, to have 
plied with. The owner is the Lara 
B. Hilton estate, and its representative 
insists that the duty of compliance with 
the law rests with the Salvation Army. 

Capt. R. C. Oldenburg of the Salvation 
Army, superintendent of men’s. social 
work in the city, said that the army 
would take all the responsibility for the 
fire.

The inmates of the bedrooms on the 
second and third floors, as soon as they 
became aware of the fire, rushed to the 
one stairway leading to the Ninth street ] 
entrance and struggled madly together 
to escape from the building. A terrific 
jam resulted on the staircase, men 
trampling down their fellows in the 
flight, falling, pushing, crawling toward 
the only means of exit. The crowd be- 
came augmented at the second floor 
landing and a scene of the wildest con- 
fusion followed. ‘At the bottom of the 
stairway, the struggling crowd met the 
rush of 50 men from the basement. 


All of the injured are at the 
Hospital. James Varley, George 
Perry and Thomas Walsh are still alive, 
but physicians say they will probably 
die. Thomas Fleming, John Butler and 
Charles Meier are seriously hurt and 
are unable to talk because of the in- 
juries, 
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Door Was Barred. 

The door leading directly out of the 
basement to the first floor was barred 
on the outside and the crowd from be- 
low, turning to the left, broke down 
a door on the side leading into the 
main hallway. Here the two throngs, 
men from below and the crowd from 
the second and third floors, met and 
formed a mob worse than that the 
stairway.

OIL-SOAKED RAGS FOUND 





First Blaze Is Extinguished, but 
Second Endangers Nearby 
Buildings. 





WAR OVER A LOCATION 





Another Structure Chosen for 
the Negroes Was Burned 
Few Weeks Ago. 





A large brick building at 1400 Mis- 
souri avenue, East St. Louis, which 
was leased last week by the Board of 
Education for a negro school, is burn- 
ing. A second alarm has called out all 
of the East St. Louis Fire Department 
to prevent the fire from spreading to 
adjoining property. 

An attempt at 10 p. m. Tuesday to 
destroy the building was frustrated by 
firemen, who found rags soaked with oil 
in the second floor hallway of the 
building. The origin of the second fire, 
which began at 5’ a. m. Wednesday, is 


not known. 

This is the sécond time within two 
weeks that a building leased for a ne- 

ro school has been destroyed by fire. 

he other one’ was on Seventh street 
near St. Louls avenue. 

The fires are regarded as the culmina- 
tion of much bitterness growing out of 
the attempt to locate an additional ne- 
gro school. 

The fire Tuesday night was discovered 

by the firemen of No. 3 engine house, 
at Fifteenth street and Missouri ave- 
nue, a block away. They quickly lo- 
cated the cause in the burning oil rags 
on the second floor and put the fire 
out. 
When the building was discovered a 
second time on fire at 8 a. m., the flames 
had made such progress that. they 
could not be checked, and a _ second 
alarm was sounded. At 9 o'clock it 
seemed that the building could not be 
saved and that the flames might spread 
to adjoining property. . 


Remonstrants Worried Board. 


The attempt to find a location for a 
negro school has caused bitterness on 
the East Side for a lone time. The ne- 
gro children at present have but one 
building. ‘That is at Sixth street and 
St. Louis avenue. It is much  over- 
crowded. 

A number bf locations have been pro- 
posed by the Board of Education, but 
each one has brought a remonstrance 
from either the whites or the blacks. 
A lot at Fifteenth street and Bond ave- 
nue had been selected as the site of a 
jew. building, but the negroes made a 
ong remonstrance because the sec- 
tion is not well built up and because 
' it is largely a negro community. Their 
complaint was that an attempt was be- 
ing made to colonize the negroes. 

_ The Public Library Building at Eighth 

street and Broadway was satisfactory 
to both elements and an offer to sell it 
for $40,000 was regarded with favor by 
the Board of Education, but the sale 
was to be contingent upon Andrew Car- 
-negie making a gift toward a new 
building and while negotiations to this 
end were being carried on by Congress- 
man Rodenberg the matter lagged. It 
was necessary to make a temporary 
arrangement. 

The building on Seventh street, near 
St. Louls avenue, was selected and it 
Was promptly burned. Then the Mis- 
sourl avenue building was selected and 
leased and now it is being destroyed. 

The building on fire is owned by Peter 
Wilson of St. Louis, who recently ac- 
quired it from the Abbott Langber Co.

EDITOR IS 2 IS FOUND GUILTY. 


Tried to Shoot Business Rival 
Who Refused to Retract. 


BUREKA, Cal., Nov. 2—M. M. 


Vaughan was convicted of assault with 
a deadly weapon by a jury tonight in 
the Superior Court. Vaughan is edi- 
tor of the Californian, a weekly pa- 
pees. and last March got tInto a con- 
roversy with the Evening Herald. He 
is a@ paralytic and the Herald referred 
to Deedes in one of its articles, 
Va sent word that a retraction 
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as a receptacle for trash by the W. J. 
Turner Mercantile Co., which occupies 
the lower floor at 9% Market street. 


Flames were discovered shooting up- 
ward inthis shaft by Night Watchman 
Alfred Johnson, who rushed across the 
street to Engine House No. 6 and turned 
in a still alarm. The fire company 
responded, but by this time the sleeping 
inmates of the house had been aroused 
by the smoke and flames pouring into 
the rooms. 

The windows were crowded with the 
frightened faces of men calling for help. 
The firemen shouted to them not to 
jump until the nets were spread. Nine 
men escaped uninjured by jumping into 
the nets, which were hastily got in 
place before the ladders could be raised. 


From Window to Death. 


One man on the third floor, irrational 
from fright, leaped out of the window 
in his night clothes and met instant 
death below. In his fall his head struck 
a penny slot machine on the sidewalk 
with such force that the metal base 
of the contrivance was broken. 

As quickly as possible ladders were 
reared and men were brought down by 
the firemen. The sidewalks were crowd- 
ed with half-naked men, shivering with 
cold and fright. Hardly a man escaped 
except in a scantily-clad condition and 
many, so great was their haste in get- 
ting out of the building, were almost 
naked. 

The men injured by the flames and in 
the rush down the stairway were cared 
for in‘the engine house across the street 
till ambulances could be summoned to 
take them to the Dispensary and the 
City Hospital. The saloon, which oc- 
cupies the front of the lower floor of 
the building, was crowded with shiver- 
ing men, many of them foreigners, who 
babbled incoherently of their losses. 
Few of the many had any property ex- 
cept the clothes they wore. Many re- 
turned to the building after the flames 
had been extinguished to search for 
hats and shoes that had been left be- 
hind. 

James Callahan, fireman of Engine Co. 
No. 9, was struck by a piece of glass 
and his right thumb was cut off. The 
wound was dressed at the Dispensary 
and he then went to his home at 2715 
Howard street. 

The fire was extinguished In 2: 
minutes after the alarm was turned in. 
The damage to the building, mainly 
from smoke and water, was_ slight, 
amounting to only about $500. 

The body of Oscar F. Davis, one of 
the men killed, was taken charge of by 
Johnathan W. George of the Leader 
Manufacturing Co., at 1808 Chestnut 
street, who said he would ship it to 
Davis’ wife at Quincy, III. 

Davis ‘is said to have been the invent- 
or of a rope fire escape which was at 
one time in use at the old Lindell Ho- 
tel. For several years he had been 
employed occasionally 
for the ader company. At the com- 
pany’s office it was said that he had 
made money out of his fire escape inven- 
tion and that he traded property on 
Cook avenue for land in Virginia. The 
Public Administrator has been notified 
to look after his estate. 

Wire as Fire Escape. 

George Rice, manager of the hotel, 
was on the third floor when the fire 
was discovered. He escaped by sliding 
down an eléctric light wire to the sec- 
ond floor and jumping from there into 
a met held by the firemen. 

Fireman John Parshall carried two 
men from the third floor. who were 
found almost suffocated in the cots after 
the rush down the stairway. Fireman 
Murphy was one of the first in the 
puilding and carried three men out. 


Tire Chief Swingley, who arrived on 
the scene shortly after the alarm was 


turned in and directed the work of the 
rescuers, said the loss of life might 
have been averted if the men had gone 
to the windows and waited, instead of 
trying to rush qut. He was unable to 
state,how the fire originated. 

“The only means of escape from the 
building,’’ he said, ‘“‘was by two ropes 
hanging from ~~ windows.

Building Commissioner Smith said to 


a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“Since March 6, 1905, I have been try- 
ing to have fire escapes put on that 
building as the failure to provide them 


was a clear violation of the law. 

‘At that time Inspector Masterson of 
my staff reported that the building was 
without fire escapes. He said that there 
were 140 beds on the second floor .and 
210 on the third, and that the only means 
of egress were a seven-foot stairway 
leading to Ninth street and a three-foot 
Stairway to Market street.

Law Is Explicit. 


Section 1 of the act of the revised 
statutes of Missouri relating to fire es- 
capes reads as follows: 

“It shall be the duty of the owner 
or keeper of every hotel, building or 
lodging house, which -has a height of 
three or. more stories, to provide such 
structure with stair fire escapes, at- 
tached to the exterior of.said building. 
The fire escane shall commence at the 
sill of the second-story window and run 
to the upner window sill, with an iron 
ladder from the upper story to the roof. 
The fire escape shall extend downward 
from the said second story to within 
nine feet of the ground, pavement or 
sidewalk.”’ 

The law further provides that fire es- 
capes shall be constructed under the su- 
pervision of and subjectgto the approval 
of the Commissioner of Public Build- 
ings, where there is such an officer in 
the city. The Commissioner shall de- 
termine the number of fire escapes to 
any one building. 

The owner or Keeper who neglects his 


duties in this respect, at any time 60° 


days after the approval of the law, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
subject to a fine of not less than $50 nor 
more than $200, or to not more than 
three months’ imprisonment in the 
County Jail, or to both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

The law was approved March 27, 11, 
and was amended March 24, 1903.

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Survivors Tell 
of the Desperate 
Fight for Life 


Willlam Owens, day watchman at the 
lodging house, whose back was sprained 
and ribs fraceured when he jumped 
from the third-story window, said at 
the City Hospital: . 

“I was sleeping in the employes’ room 
at the front of the building on the third 
floor, and was awakened by the cries of 
the men. There were 113 lodgers on my 
floor and it seemed to me that they were 
all shouting at once. When I looked into 
the main sleeping room I saw the men 
fighting with each other like demons. 
They were striking each other and 
their clothes were torn and their hair 
pulled out. 


“All were trying to reach the stair- 
case. The fire was right over their 





heads close to the ceiling and the 
heat in the room was awful. The 
smoke was settling to the floor and 
several of the men dropped uncon- 
scious from the effects of it. 

“With Manager Rice and Day Clerk 
Ross I] tried to form the men in &a' 
line to get them down the stairs, but: 
they fought us. They fought their’ 
way down the steps, leaving us three 
employes up there alone. 

‘We went to the front window and- 





saw firemen in the _ street holding | 
tarpaulins and beckoning to us to 
jump. Rice went first.

No Time for Experts. 

‘St. Louis needs rapid fgransit so 
much that there is no time to have a 
company of*high-salaried experts spend 
years in deliberating on the question. 
The rapid transit investigations by oth- 
er great cities have been printed ‘and 
can be obtained for the asking,’ con- 
tinues Mr. Jenkins. “The main prin- 
ciples of rapid transit, as between sub- 
ways and elevated railroads have been 
studied and formulated. 

“The only work that is to be done 
for St. Louis is the mapping out of a 
feasible route along which an elevated 
road shall run and to finance and buiid 
it. No set of men from outside of Bt. 
Louis, no matter how expert they are, 
can do this work as advantageously as 
can the two legislative committees lL 
have named. They know St. Louis. 
They could hear remonstrances and 
etitions and lay out the route to do the 
east harm. It is not a question for 
high-salaried experts. It is a question 
of common sense. Nobody wants the 
read and somebody must have it. That's 
the situation. 

Doesn’t Want Monopoly. 

“We who are promoting the road are 
not trying to get an exclusive monopoly. 
Our bills provides that one-third of the 
road's capital stock shall be set aside 
to be sold to the pubiic on the saine 
terms as those on which it can be 
bought by the underwriters. Any St. 
Louisan who wants to share equally 
with the iIncorporators can do so by 
buying stock. It St. Louisans have not 
sufficient faith in the future of their 
city to be willing to subscribe for stock 
we have shown that we can get the 
money from New York. 

“One point I want to make, however, 
js this. Don’t put Mr. Albert TT. Per- 
kins on any; rapid transit commission. 
His previous talk for a subway has 
made his a special pleader in the prem- 
ises.

From Forsythe avenue a belt boule- 
vard 6€ feet wide and six miles long 
wiil run to the Hanley road, thence 
the Olive street road, and back to Ca- 
banne.

Many Tracts Involved. 

The property held by the Lewis Pub- 
lishing Co. formed the nucleus of the 
acquisitions. Under the $6,500,000 contract 
just siyned the holding company ob- 
tained the former Catlin tract, extend- 
ing between the railroads and Forest 
Park along Lindell avenue; the West 
End Realty Co. tract, extending from 
the Rock Island Railroad tracks to Del- 
mar avenue, west of De Balivere ave- 
nue, and the Beredith tract, west of this 
along the city limits. 

Before this contract was signed, the 
holding company obtained the Delmar 
(jurden site, the Ames property, just 
west of the Beredith tract; the Tesson 
property, which lies around Washing- 
ton University and extends west to 
Clayton; the Forsythe property, bound- 
ed on the north by Forsythe avenus, 
und the George Warren Brown property, 
between the Tesson property and Uni- 
versity Heights.
